William D. Fo rd o f Tay lo r said he wan ts to see “ what he 
co mes u p with as a cam p aign p latfo rm .” 


Histo rically in Michigan , D em o crats hav e fared well in 
Presiden tial camp aign s. Presiden t Eisen ho wer, in 1 956, 
was the last Rep u blican to carry the state in a 
Presiden tial race. 


Bu t this y ear scho o l bu sin g to achiev e racial balan ce is 
a majo r state issu e an d McGo v ern is iden tified as p ro ­ 
bu sin g. Presiden t Nix o n an d o ther Rep u blican s are o n 
reco rd o p p o sin g it. 


McGk iv em hedged o n the issu e when he cam e to 
Michigan . He said he disap p ro v es o f bu sin g children fro m 
su p erio r scho o ls to in ferio r o n es. Bu sin g, he said, is a 
n ecessary to o l to achiev e eq u al edu catio n . 


Becau se o f the bu sin g issu e, M cGo v ern ’s chan ces “are 


p ro bably rem o te.” said M artha Griffiths o f Detro it, a 
Demo cratic Co n gresswo man . 
“ I wo u ldn ’t he.sitate to ap p ear with him McGo v ern ,” 
said a Detro it Co n gressman . Lu cien Nedzi, who in dicated 
p arty lo y alty sho u ld be stro n ger than disagreem en ts o v er 
sp ecific issu es. 
“ At this time McGo v ern certain ly wo u ld n o t be an 
asset,” he added. 
(o n gressm an Jam es G. O’Hara o f Utica ex p ressed 
what seem s to be

In Histo ry Of Olymp ics 


This is the week that marks the start o f 
the 19 72 Oly mpic Summer Games—nex t 
Saturday in Munich, West Germany . The 
Games are suppo sed to engender go o dwill 
amo ng natio ns. But do they ? So me times 
there is cause to wo nder. The o nly certain 
go o d feelings o f the last sev eral Games 
appear to hav e been tho se generated 
between the mo re fun-lo v ing o f the male 
and female athletes. 
The 
Oly mpic 
spirit 
o f 
selfless 
amateurism 
and 
internatio nal 
bro therho o d has been under siege the past 
few decades. Baro n Pierre de Co ubertin, 
the Frenchman respo nsible fo r the 
rev iv al o f Oly mpic co mpetitio n in 18 9 6. 
was fo nd o f say ing: “ The impo rtant thing 
is no t winning but taking part.” A high 
percentage o f to day ’s Oly mpic athletes 
wo uld subscribe instead to the late Vince 
Lo mbardi’s dictum that, “ Winning isn’t 
ev ery thing. It’s the o nly thing.” 
Since an Oly mpic go ld medal co nfers 
instant prestige o n bo th the athlete and his 
co untry , the lo fty go als o f the quadrennial 
Games tend to receiv e o nly lip-serv ice. 
Far fro m building amity amo ng natio ns, 
the Oly mpics o ften start new quarrels. 
The pro blem hardly is new. W’hen the 
United States wo n mo re medals than any 
o ther co untry at the 19 28 Oly mpics in 
Amsterdam, the president o f the U.S. 
Oly mpic Co mmittee co uld barely co ntain 
himself. “ No thing is mo re sy no ny mo us o f 
o ur natio nal success than is o ur natio nal 
success in athletics,” Do uglas MacArthur 
declared. “ This team pro v ed itself a 
wo rthy 
successo r 
o f 
its 
brilliant 
predecesso rs.” 
Many Americans were sho cked when 
To mmie Smith and Jo hn Carlo s, who 
finished o ne-three in the 2 00-meter dash at 
the 19 68 Games, raised black-glo v ed fists 
o n the winners’ stand to dramatize their 
co ncern abo ut the black man’s plight. The 
Oly mpics, it was argued, are no fo rum fo r 
po litical o r any o ther kind o f pro test. 
As with the quest fo r prestige, ho wev er, 
pro test is no stranger to the Oly mpic 
Games. “ At the 19 08 Games in Lo ndo n, 
Fo rrest Smithso n, o f No tre Dame, was so 
incensed that the 110-meter hurdle race 
was being held o n a religio us ho liday that 
he ran with a Bible in his left hand,” 
William Jo hnso n recently recalled in 


Spo rts Illustrated. “ He wo n and set a 
wo rld reco rd.” 
Mo re tro uble aro se that same y ear. On 
arriv ing at the Oly mpic stadium, the U.S. 
team no ticed with anger that the Stars 
and Stripes was missing fro m the display 
o f flags o f co mpeting natio ns. Thus, when 
the American co ntingent marched in 
rev iew past King Edward VII’s bo x , the 
flag-bearer held his banner erect. The 
American flag has nev er since been 
dipped in deference to a fo reign head o f 
state. 
Twelv e African co untries hav e an­ 
no unced that they will bo y co tt this y ear’s 
Munich Games to pro test Rho desia’s 
participatio n—because o f that co untry ’s 
apartheid po licy . Ov er the past weekend 
in Munich, U.S. black track and field 
athletes, who earlier threatened to jo in 
the anti-Rho desia bo y co tt, refused to take 
part in a pre-Oly mpic tuneup meet 
because Rho desia was still present. 
On the o ther hand, the U.S. bo x ing 
co ach, who is black, said his fighters, 
mo st o f who m are black, didn’t co me to 
Munich “ fo r po litics, and they ’re go ing to 
bo x .” No o ne can predict with certainty 
whether all, o r ev en so me, o f the black 
American track stars will refuse to 
co mpete when the real Games start 
Saturday . No r do es any o ne kno w fo r sure 
if Rho desia will still be o n the Oly mpic 
ro ster co me Saturday . Fo ur y ears ago 
So uth Africa go t bo o ted o ut after similar 
pro tests by African natio ns. 


Whatev er happens, the United States 
may hav e plenty o f tro uble winning 
medals in Munich—with o r witho ut the 
black track men. Since 19 68 , the lev el o f 
co mpetitio n in mo st Oly mpic ev ents has 
impro v ed 
substantially . 
Esquire 
magazine, fo r ex ample, recently declared 
that “Jhe U.S. will co me o ut o f Munich this 
summer with ev en less than Nev ille 
Chamberlain go t.” 
But the city o f Munich already is a 
winner. It no w has badly needed mo dern 
spo rts facilities, a v astly impro v ed 
transpo rtatio n sy stem, and new parks and 
ho using—all built o v er the past sev eral 
y ears in anticipatio n o f the Oly mpics. Fo r 
Germany ’s fastest-gro wing city , the 19 72 
Okto berfest begins in August. 


Cra ck ing The China Ma rk et 


Despite the thaw in Sino -American 
relatio ns, sev eral U.S. firms are finding 
the China market difficult to crack. 
Co mpanies with subsidiaries in Taiwan, 
So uth Ko rea o r So uth Viet Nam hav e a 
particularly hard time. Ev en so me 
fo reign firms in which Americans hav e 
inv ested repo rtedly hav e been rebuffed by 
Peking. 
A repo rter in Ho ng Ko ng writes that, 
“ Japanese firms with mo re than 2 0 per 
cent o f their capital in American hands 
are banned fro m trade with China.” In 
Britain and the Netherlands, “ o nly who lly 
o wned U.S. subsidiaries are fo rbidden to 
engage in co mmerce with Chinese trade 
co rpo ratio ns.” By co ntrast, Canada has. 
managed to escape all restrictio ns o n the 
pro po rtio n o f U.S. capital in co mpanies 
trading with China. 
Thus, a co nsiderable number o f 
American interests will be represented 
when Canada mo unts the biggest o ne- 
co untry trade sho w ev er permitted in 
China. Ex ternal Affairs Minister Mitchell 
Sharp o pens the 13-day trade fair to day 
in Peking’s no rthern suburbs. On display , 
amo ng o ther things, will be tracto rs, 
trucks, mining machinery and electro nic 
equipment, the pro ducts, in many cases, 
o f American firms o perating in Canada. 
Only a handful o f Americans receiv ed 
inv itatio ns to the semi-annual Canto n 
trade fair last April. The Canadians hav e 
been pressing ahead v igo ro usly in their 
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trade assault. Trade and Co mmerce 
Minister Jean-Luc Pepin v isited China in 
June, 19 71 to clear the way fo r “ as bro ad a 
representatio n o f the Canadian business 
co mmunity as po ssible.” 


Canada’s first all manufacturing trade 
missio n to China was held last March, 
well in adv ance o f the Canto n affair. A 12- 
man sales missio n presented such highly 
specialized pro ducts as the sho rt takeo ff 
and landing (STOL) Twin Otter aircraft 
pro duced by De Hav illand o f Canada. The 
Canadians repo rtedly ho pe to sell 
equipment fo r pro cessing steel, phar­ 
m aceuticals 
fo r 
animal 
use, 
and 
so phisticated' geo phy sical instruments. 


Fo r so me time to co me, ho wev er, 
Canada’s majo r ex po rt to China pro bably 
will co ntinue to be wheat. To tal sales to 
China came to $2 05 millio n last y ear and 
nearly $19 1 millio n o f that was fo r grain. 
In o rder to keep the imbalance o f trade 
fro m beco ming to o great, Canada has 
o rganized buy ing missio ns to Peking. A 
team o rganized by the Canadian Im­ 
po rters’ Asso ciatio n v isited the Peo ple’s 
Republic last April. 


The dream o f a huge China market 
co ntinues to intrigue Western traders. At 
first, it was ho ped that China wo uld 
beco me an unparalleled co nsumer 
market, 75 0 millio n stro ng. It has lo ng 
since been realized that the Chinese hav e 
neither the mo ney no r the taste fo r mo st 
Western co nsumer items. “ It’s a mini­ 
market fo r impo rted pro ducts,” o n the 
v iew o f o ne East-West trade ex pert, 
James A. Ramsey . 


Jo hn Burns, Peking based repo rter fo r 
the To ro nto Glo be and Mail, writes that no 
ex perienced China hand accepts im­ 
mediate sales as a fair test o f trade fairs. 
“ Rather, they regard the fairs as an 
o ppo rtunity to impress the Chinese with 
the range and quality o f their co untry ’s 
pro ducts in the ho pe that the Chinese will 
turn to them when the time co mes to place 
substantial o rders.” 


Fo r a few specialized industries, China 
do es represent a large and reliable 
market. What the Chinese are believ ed to 
want mo st desperately ,are teleco m­ 
municatio ns 
equipment, 
jetliners, 
chemicals and fertilizers. Canada is in a 
go o d po sitio n to capitalize o n so me o f 
these needs. So are American firms 
o perating in Canada.

Officers said the sho o ting b e­ 
g an when Patro lmen Charles 
McKinney , 28, and William Dil- 
dy , .30, sto p p ed a car Su nday 
nig ht b ecau se o f a lo u d mu ffler 
and fau lty tail lig ht. 
Fo u r men were in the car. 
Po lice said the driv er, Ru ssell 
Mann, 28, ju mp ed o u t, p u lled a 
p isto l fro m a sho u lder ho lster 
and 
fired 
rep eatedly 
at 
McKinney . McKinney was hit 
in the b ack, sho u lder and hand. 
Dildy sho t b ack, hitting Mann 
and Chester G. Dickerso n, 3 0, 
in the leg s, knees and feet. Bo th 
men were ho sp italized b u t the 
o ther two o ccu p ants o f the car 
escap ed. 
Au tho rities said Mann 
an 
escap ee fro m Io nia State Pris­ 
o n where he was serv ing six to 
10 y ears o n an attemp ted a r­ 
med ro b b ery charg e. Dicker­ 
so n was identified b y p o lice as 
an escap ee fro m So u thern 
Michig an Priso n, 
Dickerso n escap ed Ju ly 14 
while serv ing sev en to 15 y ears 
fo r attemp ted armed ro b b ery .

Desp ite sizab le Am erican 
credits and the ex trao rdinary 
» rise in the v alu e o f Mo sco w’s 
g o ld sto cks this p ast y ear, these 
heav y arg icu ltu ral p u rchases 
will fo rce the U.S.S R. to cu t 
heav ily into its ho arded g o ld 
reserv es o r slash b ack sharp ly 
indu strial ex p ansio n the 
nex t few y ears. The United 
States, 
Jap an 
and 
o ther 
Western co u ntries co u ld co me 
to the So v iet Unio n’s rescu e 
with sizab le additio nal credits 
and inv estments no t thu s far 
anno u nced. Bu t in that ev ent, 
Brezhnev 
and 
his 
' ad­ 
ministratio n wo u ld b e in heav y 
deb t p o litically , as well as 
eco no mically , to the United 
States and President Nix o n. 


Cu tting sharp ly into the g o ld 
sto cks is a hig hly sensitiv e 
issu e in the U.S.S.R., which 
Nikita Kru shchev learned to 
his so rro w in a similar situ atio n 
a nu mb er o f y ears b ack. 
Wo rse y et, these hu g e g rain 
p u rchases resu lt fro m two 
ag ricu ltu ral failu res in a ro w. 
The U.S.S.R. winter cro p was 
miserab le. The sp ring cro p has 
b een called a disaster. 
Ag ricu ltu ral su ccesses and 
failu res are majo r emo tio nal, 
p o litical and eco no mic issu es in 
the So v iet Unio n. Khru shchev 
g amb led with 
a 
mammo th 
lo ng -sho t Sib erian ag ricu ltu ral 
dev elo p ment p ro g ram to sav e 


himself fro m cro p failu re. Bu t 
in the end, as su g g ested ab o v e, 
ag ricu ltu ral difficu lties were a 
p rimary cau se o f his o u ster 
fro m p o wer. 
Brezhnev will Indo u tedly 
su rv iv e, where Khru shchev did 
no t. Brezhnev has su ccessfu lly 
do wng raded the stro ng est o f 
his o p p o nents and infiltrated 
his henchmen into key p o wer 
sp o ts. 
N ev ertheless, 
the 
p rice 
Brezhnev will p ay in internal 
infig hting is ex p ected to b e 
g reat. There will b e stro ng 
criticism within the Po litb u ro 
and the Central Co mmittee o f 
the way Brezhnev has handled 
ag ricu ltu re and the eco no my . 
His remaining enemies in hig h 
p laces will g o at him with 
v ig o r. 
Fo r this ag ricu ltu ral crisis 
co mes o n to p o f o ther Ru ssian 
p ro b lems. Altho u g h the shift in 
Cairo may actu ally b e to 
Ru ssia’s adv antag e, in that it 
g ets the U.S.S.R. o u t o f an 
ex p ensiv e, ex p o sed, no -win 
p o sitio n, Brezhnev ’s handling 
o f the Eg y p tian crisis g iv es 
added ammu nitio n to his fo es. 
Brezhnev will also mo st 
certainly draw fire within the 
p arty fo r his b u ng led handling 
o f No rth Vietnam this p ast 
y ear, fo r g ro wing p ro b lems in 
E ast Eu ro p e and fo r his 
inab ility to b ring the o p en fig ht 
with China u nder so me co ntro l. 
To o ffset these failu res, 
Brezhnev mu st p u ll a rather 
larg e rab b it o u t o f his hat. 
Ag ain, it seems likely that his 
b est b et is so me so rt o f an 
eco no mic deal with the United 
States.

This y ear that 
rAay ev en help Nix o n mo re 
than Geo rg e McGo v ern, since 
McGo v ern is rely ing heav ily o n 
stu dent v o lu nteers who are free 
to cu t classes and Nix o n is 
leaning mo re o n adu lts, many 
o f who m may hav e difficu lty 
leav ing their jo b s. 
Cy nics co ntend that making 
electio n day a ho liday will o nly 
g iv e ev ery b o dy ano ther day to 
g o fishing and no t su b stantially 
increase v o ter p articip atio n.

William D. Ford of Taylor said he wants to see "what he 


comes up with as a campaign platform." 


Historically in Michigan, Democrats have fared well in 


Presidential campaigns. President Eisenhower, in 195fi 
was the last Republican lo carry the stale in a 
Presidential race. 


But this year school busing to achieve racial balance is 


a major state issue and McGovern is identified as pro- 
busing. President Nixon and other Republicans are on 
record opposing it. 


^McGovern hedged on the issue when he came to 
Michigan. He said he disapproves of busing children from 
superior schools to inferior ones. Busing, he said is a' 
necessary tool to achieve equal education. 


Because of the busing issue, McGovern's chances "are 


probably remote," said Martha Griffiths of Detroit a 
Democratic Congrcsswmnan. 


"I wouldn't hesitate to appear with him McGovern " 


said a Detroit Congressman, Lucien Nedzi, who indicated 
parly loyalty should be slronger than disagreements over 
specific issues.

frontation came at nightfall,

Society marched in front of the 
plush Fonlainebleau Hotel just 
as party faithful were gather- 
ing for a S500-a-plate gala.

Nixon's wife and 


daughters — guests of honor — 
already were inside. 


Chanting "keep the rich out," 


the demonstrators burned an 
American flag, locked arms at 
the hotel entrances and hara- 
ngued and jostled dinner guests 
arriving in tuxedoes and for- 
mal gowns. 


About 200 helmeted stale 


troopers stood shoulder-to- 
shoulder in front of the hotel as 
early arrivals elbowed Iheir 


way through the jeering pro- 
teslers. Afler an hour, the 
troopers moved slowly forward 
and forced the demonstrators 
.away from the premises. 


The demonstrators gave 


ground, pounding on roofs and 
hoods of cars as [hey retrealed.

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Squabbling Not Unusual 
In History Of Olympics 


This is the week that marks the start of 


the 1972 Olympic Summer Games—next 
Saturday in Munich, West Germany. The 
Games are supposed to engender goodwill 
among nations. But do they? Some times 
there is cause to wonder. The only certain 
good feelings of the last several Games 
appear to.have been those generated 
between the more fun-loving of the male 
and female athletes. 


The 
Olympic 
spirit 
of 
selfless 


amateurism 
and 
international 


brotherhood has been under siege the past 
few decades. Baron Pierre de Coubertin, 
the Frenchman responsible for the 
revival of Olympic competition in 1896, 
was fond of saying: "The important thing 
is not winning but taking part." A high 
percentage of today's Olympic athletes 
would subscribe instead to the late Vince 
Lombardi's dictum that, "Winning isn't 
everything. It's the only thing." 


Since an Olympic gold medal confers 


instant prestige on both the athlete and his 
country, the lofty goals of the quadrennial 
Games tend to receive only lip-service. 
Far from building amity among nations, 


- the Olympics often start new quarrels. 


The problem hardly is new. When the 


United States won more medals than any 
other country at the 1928 Olympics in 
Amsterdam, the president of the U.S. 
Olympic Committee could barely contain 
himself. "Nothing is more synonymous of 
our national success than is our national 
success in athletics," Douglas MacArthur 
declared. "This team proved itself a 
worthy successor 
of its 
brilliant 


predecessors." 


Many Americans were shocked when 


Tommie Smith and John Carlos, who 
finished one-three in the 200-meter dash at 
the 1968 Games, raised black-gloved fists 


; on the winners' stand to dramatize their 


concern about the black man's plight. The 
Olympics, it was argued, are no forum for 
political or any other kind of protest. 


As with the quest for prestige, however, 


. protest is no stranger to the Olympic 


Games. "At die 1908 Games in London, 
Forrest Smithson, of Notre Dame, was so 


- incensed that the 110-meter hurdle race 
. was being held on a religious holiday that 
' he ran with a Bible in his left hand," 


William Johnson recently recalled in 


Sports Illustrated. "He won and set a 
world record." 


More trouble arose that same year. On 


arriving at the Olympic stadium, the U.S. 
team noticed with anger that the Stars 
and Stripes was missing from the display 
of flags of competing nations. Thus, when 
the American contingent marched in 
review past King Edward VII's box, the 
flag-bearer held his banner erect. The 
American flag has never since been 
dipped in deference to a foreign head of 
state. 


Twelve African countries have an- 


nounced that they will boycott this year's 
Munich Games to protest Rhodesia's 
participation—because of that country's 
apartheid policy. Over the past weekend 
in Munich, U.S. black track and field 
athletes, who earlier threatened to join 
the anti-Rhodesia boycott, refused to take 
part in a pre-Olympic tuneup meet 
because Rhodesia was still present. 


On the other hand, the U.S. boxing 


coach, who is black, said his fighters, 
most of whom are black, didn't come to 
.Munich "for politics, and they're going to 
box." No one can predict with certainty 
whether all, or even some, of the black 
American track stars will refuse to 
compete when the real Games start 
Saturday. Nor does anyone know for sure 
if Rhodesia will still be on the Olympic 
roster come Saturday. Four years ago 
South Africa got booted out after similar 
protests by African nations. 


Whatever happens, the United States 


may have plenty of trouble winning 
medals in Munich—with or without the 
black track men. Since 1968, the level of 
competition in most Olympic events has 
improved 
substantially. 
Esquire 


magazine, for example, recently declared 
that "..the U.S. will come out of Munich this 
summer with even less than Neville 
Chamberlain got." 


But the city of Munich already is a 


winner. It now has badly needed modern 
sports facilities, a vastly improved 
transportationsystem, and new parks and 
housing—all built-over the past several 
years in anticipation of the Olympics. For 
Germany's fastest-growing city, the 1972 
Oktoberfest begins in August. 


Cracking The China Market 


Despite the thaw in Sino-American 


relations, several U.S. firms are finding 
the China market difficult 
to crack. 


Companies with subsidiaries in Taiwan, 
South Korea or South Viet Nam have a 
particularly hard time. Even some 
foreign firms in which Americans have 
invested reportedly have beenxebuffed by 
Peking, 


A reporter in Hong Kong writes that, 


"Japanese firms with more than 20 per 
cent of their capital in American hands 
are banned from trade with China." In 
Britain and the Netherlands, "only wholly 
owned U.S. subsidiaries are forbidden to 
engage in commerce with Chinese trade 
corporations." By contrast, Canada has. 
managed to escape all restrictions on the 
proportion of U.S. capital in companies 
trading with China. 


Thus, a considerable number of 


American interests will be represented 
when Canada mounts the biggest one- 
country trade show ever permitted in 
China. External Affairs Minister Mitchell 
Sharp opens the 13-day trade fair today 
in Peking's northern suburbs. On display, 
among other things, will be tractors, 
trucks, mining machinery and electronic 
equipment, the products, in many cases, 
of American firms operating in Canada. 


Only a handful of Americans received 


invitations to the semi-annual Canton 
trade fair last April. The Canadians have 
been pressing ahead vigorously in their 
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trade assault. Trade and Commerce 
Minister Jean-Luc Pepin visited China in 
June, 1971 to clear the way for "as broad a 
representation of the Canadian business 
community as possible." 


Canada's first all manufacturing trade 


mission to China was held last March, ' 
well in advance of the Canton affair.' A 12- 
man sales mission presented such highly 
specialized products as the short takeoff 
and landing (STOL) Twin Otter aircraft 
produced by De Havilland of Canada. The 
Canadians reportedly hope to sell 
equipment for processing steel, phar- 
maceuticals for 
animal use, and 


sophisticated' geophysical instruments. 


For some time to come, however, 


Canada's major export to China probably 
will continue to be wheat. Total sales to 
China came to $205 million last year and 
nearly $191 million of that was for grain. 
In order to keep the imbalance of trade 
from becoming too great, Canada has 
organized buying missions to Peking. A 
team organized by -the Canadian Im- 
porters' Association visited the People's 
Republic last April. 


The dream of a huge China market 


continues to intrigue Western traders. At 
first, it was hoped that China 
would 


become an unparalleled consumer 
market, 750 million strong. It has long 
since been realized that the Chinese have 
neither the money nor the taste for most 
Western consumer items. "It's a mini- 
market for imported products," on tn'e 
view of one East-West trade expert, 
James A. Ramsey. 


John Burns, Peking based reporter for 


the Toronto Globe and Mail, writes that no 
experienced China hand accepts im- 
mediate sales as a fair test of trade fairs. 
"Rather, they regard the fairs as an 
opportunity to impress the Chinese with 
the range and quality of their country's 
products in the hope that the Chinese will 
turn to them when the time comes to place 
substantial orders." 


For a few specialized industries, China 


does represent a large and reliable 
market. What t.he Chinese are believed to 
want most desperately ,are telecom- 
munications 
equipment, 
jetliners, 


chemicals and fertilizers. Canada is in a 
good position to capitalize on some of 
these needs. So are American firms 
operating in Canada.

WASHINGTON (NBA) — If 


the Soviet Union does indeed 
buy a billion dollars worth of 
U.S. wheat and other farm 
products the.se next 12 months, 
Leonid Brezhnev could be in for 
some trouble at home. 


Despite sizable American 


credits and the extraordinary 
.rise in the value of Moscow's 
gold stocks this past year, these 
heavy argicultural purchases 
will force the U.S.S R. to cut 
heavily into its hoarded gold 
reserves or slash back sharply 
on industrial expansion the 
next few years. The United 
States, ^Japan 
and other 


Western countries could come 
to the Soviet Union's rescue 
with sizable additional credits 
and investments not thus tar 
announced. But in that event, 
Brezhnev 
and 
his 
' ad- 


ministration would b e in heavy 
debt politically, as well as 
economically, to the United 
States and President Nixon. 


Cutting sharply into the gold 


stocks is a highly sensitive 
issue in the U.S.S.R., which 
Nikita Krushchev learned to 
his sorrow in a similar situation 
a number of years back. 


Worse yet, these huge grain 


purchases result from two 
agricultural failures in a row. 
The U.S.S.R. winter crop was 
miserable, The spring crop has 
•been called a disaster. 


Agricultural successes and 


failures are major emotional, 
political and economic issues in 
the Soviet Union. Khrushchev 
gambled with a mammoth 
long-shot Siberian agricultural 
development program to save 


himself from crop failure. But 
in the end, as suggested above, 
agricultural difficulties were a 
primary cause of his ouster 
from power. 


Brezhnev will indoutedly 


survive, where Khrushchev did 
not. Brezhnev has successfully 
downgraded the strongest of 
his opponents and infiltrated 
his henchmen into key power 
spots. 


Nevertheless, 
the price 


Brezhnev will pay in internal 
infighting is expected to be 
great. There will be strong 
criticism within the Politburo 
and the Central Committee of 
the way Brezhnev has handled 
agriculture and the economy. 
His remaining enemies in high 
places will go .at him with 
vigor. 


For this agricultural crisis 


comes on top of other Russian 
problems. Although the shift in 
Cairo may actually be to 
Russia's advantage, in that it 
gets the U.S.S.R. out of an 
expensive, exposed, no-win 
position; Brezhnev's handling 
of the Egyptian crisis gives 
added ammunition to his foes. 


Brezhnev will also most 


certainly draw fire within the 
party for his bungled handling 
of North Vietnam this past 
year, for growing problems in 
East Europe and for his 
inability to bring the open fight 
with China under some control. 


To offset these failures, 


Brezhnev must pull a rather 
large rabbit out of his hat. 
Again, it seems likely that his 
best bet is some sort of an 
economic deal with the United 
States.

But it is 
expected to bp passed by mid- 
September, and the election 
day holiday amendment sus- 
tained by the conference 
committee—in ample time 
to take effect (his year.

Farmers and executives who 


might vote Republican have 
just as much trouble wedging 
in a free hour to get to the polls 
during their working day as do 
factory laborers. Housewives 
with young children to care for 
whose husbands are at work 
cannot leave the house to vote. 


In addition, a holiday ought 


to bean asset to both parties by 
increasing the number of 
partisans free to volunteer for 
election day chores, such as 
getting out other voters and 
poll-watching. This year that 
may even help Nixon more 
than George McGovern, since 
McGovern is relying heavily on 
student volunteers who are free 
to cut classes and- Nixon is 
leaning more on adults, many 
of whom may have difficulty 
leaving tlieir jobs. 


Cynics contend that making 


election day a holiday will only 
give everybody another day to 
go fishing and not substantially 
increase voter participation. 
But if it encourages only one 
per cent to vote that might 
otherwise have failed to bother, 
it will be well worth 
the 


exercise. 


And it could be vastly 


significant. Remember, Nixon 
won by only a half per cent in 
1968.
